( f" These matters have been improved 
upon in our enlightened age. Follow 
the modern procedure: 
. \ 
', The invading aray marches in, beats 
the defenders. So far it is all the 
same. But now it changes.! Nobody is 
massacred. Nothing is stolen. The 
occupying troops are polite, not to 
say courtly They pay for 
every- 
thing. 
» Now follow closely. They pay with 
special money, all printed up in the 
home country for the occasion. The 
shopkeeper who sells a pair of silk 
stockings to a trooper is paid in this 
special money—let's call 'em blitz- 
dollars. 


But the invaded country is still using 


its old traditional money. People will 
take blitz-dollars from the invaders, 
but not from each other. So the 
merchant takes his accumulated blitz- 
dollars to tthe national bank of his 
country, and says, here I want old- 
fashioned money for these.

So, to get anything 
back at all for the goods bought and 
shipped away for blitz-dollars, the 
invaded country must buy something 
frqm the invader with them. 


The invader then offers to take back 


his blitz-dollars for-exactly whatever 
goods he chooses to dump on the 
invaded country at exactly whatever 
prices he chooses to charge. The in- 
vaded victim has no choice.

Shrinkproof Nylon is making its ap- 


pearance as an improvement over the 
original fabric being used for wo- 
men's hosiery. Future uses for the 
product will probably be found in 
paraehute-S, lacs, upholstery, men's 
suit linings and hose, knit goods, wov- 
en dress materials, rugs and carpets. 


Neckties of glass or rubber provide 


something new in an old gift-for- 
men standby. Soft as silk( but strong 
as steel, the glass fiber neckties are 
stain-proof, 
burn-proof, 
fade-proof, 


and wrinkle proof, and come in 45 
different color combinations. 


This same fabric is being used for 


table linens, lampshades, tablecloths 
bedspreads and a variety of house- 
hold articles. For the outside of the 
house, there are colorful glass fibei 
awnings, easily kept clean by turn- 
ing the hose on them. 


The new rubber 
sheeting, plio- 


film, is being tested for use as neck- 
wear material that would be easy 
to keep clean. Now found at rib- 
bon counters in a variety of widths 
and colors, pliofil may soon be used 
to make belts, hats, shoes, handbags 
and household furnishings. 


Competition for silk from still an- 


other fabric is found in the full 
fashioned lisle stocking of sheer cot- 
ton mesh now developed by the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture.

Around eight hundred Polish soldiers 
had arrived that same afternoon in' 
lories, nlso a number of civilians— 
all Waiting to go to England.

No food—we were given tea twice a 
day—and practically no light. 


The first 24 hours were horrible. 


It was terribly rough and the ship 
pitched and tossed, with tremendous 
waves breaking over the ship's sides. 
Down in the hold, they sounded like 
great guns. 


The second day out, the sun shone 


and we ventured on deck. By that 
time, we had only a precious bit of 
cold water to wash our hands in, It 
was no use trying to keep clean. 


We arrived off the coast of Eng- 


land the fifth day at day-break but 
not until the following morning at 
five o'clock did we get to London and 
to Ihe first bath in almost-six days. 


Both Nicole and I were stunned 


with fatigue and aching in every bone. 
She was marvelous all along. Took it 
all very philosophically and never 
grumbled, I don't know what I would 
have done without her. 


And so here we are. Very happy to 


be all together and ready to face the 
future, whatever that may mean.
